Pleasure driving is now illegal in the 
eastern states—and the penalty is no more 
gasoline for the offender for either pleas- 
ure or business driving. More than that, 
he may be black-listed on circumstantial 
evidence. If his car is found parked at the 
ball grounds or other place of entertain- 
ment, or where evidently used to keep a 
social engagement, the owner will be as- 
sumed to be guilty of wasting gasoline and 
rubber. 

This should help any complaining Can- 
adian motorist to get over the feeling that 
he is being harshly treated. He is subject 
to nothing worse than restriction of sup- 
plies of fuel and tires. He is left free to do 
-his driving when, where and for what pur- 
poses he may please. 

Remembering that war obligations of 
the two countries are on a parity, and that 
more gasoline in proportion is produced in 
the United States than in Canada, the Can- 
adian driver should easily reconcile him- 
self to the quite painless inconvenience im- 
posed upon him.

The other method is to take off wage 
restrictions and allow employers to com- 
pete for men by offering higher rates of 
pay. Yet if that were done the basic wage 
rates would go up, prices would go up in 
direct consequence, and the price ceiling 
would be blown to pieces. 

But the primary fact remains that 
manpower has to be readjusted if we are to 
reach the ideal of 100 per cent production. 
How would it be if some of the critics, who 
are so insistent that the Government has 
made a fizzle of the selective service busi- 
ness, were to take time out to say or even 
hint how the thing should be gone about? 
No one else seems to know the sure-fire 
way of solving the problem. From their 
silence on the subject it is to be suspected 
the critics don’t know either.

‘Guilty Verdict

returned a verdict of “guilty”

after an hour's deliberation, said 
through a spokesman that “we find 
all four guilty. The men are Patrick 
Lynch, president and general man- 
ager of Engine Works and Trading 
Incorporated; his son, Donald, for- 
mer production manager; Patrick 
|Noonan, paymaster; and Daniel 
| Taugher, clerk 


TO BE SENTENCED 


The verdict was announced in a 
packed, hushed court, which heard 
Mr. Justice Wilfrid Lazure say that 
he would sentence the men Feb..16 
Shortly afterwards, Defence Coun- 
sel John Ahern, K.C., told news- 
papermen that he will institute 
proceedings Monday to appeal the 
jury's decision 

The prisoners showed little out- 
| ward emotion when the verdict was 
announced, but perspiration cov- 
ered their faces. 

The jury withdrew at 3:47 p.m., 
C.D.T., after hearing the instruc- 
tions of Mr. Justice Lazure and 
after the attorneys had completed 
their addresses. They brought in 
their verdict an hour and four min- 
utes later. 

Mr. Justice Lazure, speaking 
after R. L. Calder, K.C., defence 
counsel for Noon and Taugher, 
had completed his address to the 
jury, explained the various ele- 
ments of conspiracy and told the 
jurors the various verdict they 
could return, 

He said that the men are charged 
“with conspiring to defraud 
deceit, falsehood and byother fraud- 
ulent means the government of

REVIEWS EVIDENCE 

He summed up the evidence pre- 
sented by the crown and the de- 
fence and said that “I might close 
my remarks as to facts with two or 
three questions. Does the evidence 
you beyond any reasonable 
doubt that machinations of dif- 
ferent kinds, call them alterations 
of figures, false entries or other- 
wise, are you satisfied that this kind 
of deceits and falsehoods have been 
practised with a fraudulent intent 
by the accused or not? If not, well, 
they are not guilty; if you come to 
the conclusion that these irregulari- 
ties were the result of honest mis- 
takes or errors done in good faith 
and due to the incompetency of the 
staff and the very large number 
entries explained by the 
defence counsels, again they are not
